WASHINGTON, June 21.—The 
campaign to adjust this year's cot- 
ton crop was moving closer to the 
soil today. — 

The agricultural adjustment admin- 


istration announced that contracts 
would be in the mail tonight bound 
for the cotton belt where they wiil 
be placed before some 2,000,000 cot- 
ton producers next week, giving them 
the opportunity to decid whether an 
acreage reduction program will be ac- 
cepted on this season's crop. 

Meanwhile C. A. Cobb, chief of the 
cotton production section, was pro- 
ceeding with his organization to 
place the contracts before the grow- 
ers as rapidly as possible. An ef- 
fort is being made to have the con- 
tracts out within the next few days 
and the exact date of placing them 
before the individual growers will be 
determined by the rapidity with which 
they can be distributed throughout 
the cotton belt. Placing contracts in 
the hands of individual growers ten- 
tatively et to begin next Monday 
may vary in the different states in 
the cotton area, it was pointed out, 
but the extension directors who will 
direct the sign up program are al- 
ready engaged with the matter of lo- 
cal organization. 

A personal visit to the individual 
cotton growers is contemple by 
the state forces. A local county com- 
mittee of three, already selected in 
the majority of counties, will super-

IN MITCHELL CASE 


Jurors Return for Re- 
reading of Charge 
Against N. Y. Banker. 


NEW YORK, June 21.—(/)— 
Twelve federal eomrt jurors deliberated 
tonigbt on the guilt or innocence of 
Charles E. Mitchell, former chairman 
of the National City bank, on trial for 
the last five weeks on charges of 
evading about $850,000 income tax 
payments in 1929 and 19303. 

They retired at 11 o'clock (eastern 
daylight time) after reporting failure 
to reach an agreement. 

Conviction would carry a maximum 
prison sentence cf 10 years and a 
maximum fine of $20,000. 

Judge Henry W. Goddard completed 
his instructions to the 12 men at 
11:25 a. m. (eastern standard time), 
after telling them: 

“A reasonable doubt does not mean 
reluctance to perform an unpleasant 
duty.” 

The jurors, among whom are two 
engineers, a contractor and au arcbi- 
tect, were in their consultation room 
less than an hour before they were 
taken out to lunch, On their return 
the door was locked, and no word 
came out during the afternoon as to 
their progress. 

The jury returned to the courtroom 
at 5:05 p. m. and asked Judge God- 
dard to reread the portion of his 
charge dealing with Mitchell’s par- 
ticipation in a management fund in 
1929. : 

The judge read most of the section 
of the instructions, but was inter- 
rupted by Foreman James K, Camp- 
bell, who said: 

“We think what you've read covers 
the point, your honor. Thank you.” 

The jurors then were taken to din- 


ner. 

Judge Goddard in his charge re- 
‘viewed at length the allegations 
'against Mitchell: That he made fake 
stock sales to his wife and to W. D. 
Thornton to show losses so great that 
he paid no income tax, and that he 
failed to report receipts of  $666,- 
666.67 from a National City Company 
management fund. 

Of the transaction whereby Mitchel! 
turned over 18.300 shares of National 
City bank stock to his wife, the judge 
said. 

“The problem for you to decide is 
whether or not that was a bona fide 
sale. 

“You cannot convict the defendant 
unless you find that there was an un- 
derstanding between Mr. Mitchell and 
his wife, or that Mrs. Mitchell was 
merely a nominee and that the stock 
really remained in her husband’s pos- 
session. ; 

“No transfer stamps were affixed 
to the stock. It is for you to decide 
whether the omission was an over- 
sight, as the defendant says. or wheth- 
er it was done deliberataely.”
